1925 Sets Record 


California's greatest year in the 


walnut, business was officially closed 
when 'the California Walnut Gr,ow- 
ers' association held its annual nseet- 
ing last, "vjpek. The 1925 harvest to- 
taled 72,917,232 pounds, an increase 
of 34.S per cent over the previous 
year's production. 
Tho estimated 


value of last year's production is 
$15,200,000. 


The association picked and 'mar- 


keted 60,072,280 pounds, .there being 
about 48,160,170 pounds of merchant- 
able unshelled walnuts and approxi- 
mately .12,000,000 pounds which were 
shelled and packed as walnut meats. 
The organization handled 83.4 per 
cent of the state's output. 


The returns for walnuts handled 


by tho association amounted to more 
than $12,500.000, o£ which about 
$1,000,000 was derived from shelled 
walnuts.

The crop brought more money to 


the growers than any crop ever 
grown n ;re with the exception of one 
year, during the world war, when 
prices for all kinds of food commo- 
dities were exceedingly high. 


The value of the walnuts sold by 


the association last year was $3,605,- 
630 greater than its returns during 
the 1924 season. 


iFEAR OVERPLANTING 


Association officials are somewhat 


app-e'hensive concerning the future 
of the industry, owning to the ser- 
ious competition afforded by heavy 
foreign imports, coupled with the gi- 
gantic domestic, tonnage which is 
certain to develop as tens of thou- 
sands of acres of young plantings, 
which have 'been made in 'recent 
years, come into bearing. 
> 


.There already are more than 120,- 


000 acres of walnuts in tnis state, 
and more than 40,000 acres are young 
groves which will be coming into 
rather heavy production within the 
next five years. It has been pointed 
out that in recent years the indus- 
try's prosperity has been due chiefly 
to high-class salesmanship, careful 
management, and the unusually loyal 
support coupled with the 
strong 


spirit of co-operation manifested by 
the 4300 association growers. 


Some idea of the immensity of last 


year's production may be gathered 
from the fact that 800 growers made 
the most accurate crop reports that 
were possible, and yet the closest 
estimate was 14.7 per cent below the 
actual tonnage. 


The state' packed and shipped "S7,- 


1*48,640 pounds of merchantable un- 
shelled walnuts, against 
p, pack 


amounting to 42,810,800 po&nds for 
1924. 


California's unusualy heavy pro- 


duction last year upset the best of 
market calculations, and added to 
the association's marketing problem 
w(..s the fact that the walnut crops 
in foreign lands were about as much 
oversize as;wa.s the crop in Califor- 
nia.

As a result of unsettled conditions 


in Europe aiid 'Asia, the market for 
foreign walnuts in countries wherq 
hey, are usualy sold broke down 


in the fall and was demoraliz- 


ed before the holidays. This threw an 
overwhelming quantity of imports 
nto the-.markets of the Unjted States 
in competition'with California's hea- 
vy. shipments, and association offi- 
cials experienced one of the busiest 
years they have ever' known, • in 
keeping the goods moving through 
tho channels of trade. 


That they were singularly success- 


ful in their merchandising is indi- 
cated by the fact that the report of 
Carlylo Thorpe, general 
manager, 


showed that actual operating expens- 
es of the organization for tho year, 
including inspection,, legal, experi- 
mental, and field work, 
executive 


staff, rent, advertising, trade dis- 
6ount, brokerage and incidental it- 
ems were reduced to 5 per cent of 
the f. o. b. value of goods shipped. 


Disbursement to the growers for 


90 per cent of last year's production 
was made before the holidays, the 
majority of the money being remit- 
ted to the producer before Novem- 
ber 20. 


An additional and unexpected pay- 


ment amounting to about $200,000, 
representing final payment for first 
pool shipments, was avij^iorized by 
the board of directors yesterday, and 
checks to cover this are now being 
made.

No estimates of the probable size 


of the forthcoming crop can be inade 
at least for another thirty days, but 
officials say the indications are that 
production will be very light, partic- 
ularly in some of the most southerly 
counties of the state. 


ALASKANS USE WINDOW OAKD 
, TO ORDER DRINKINa WATER 


When residents of Fairbanks, Al- 


aska, need- drinking water, they hang 
a card in the window such as is used 
here for ice orders, the "water 
man'' halts his conveyance, a wagon 
in summer and a sled in1 winter, and 
delivers the desired quantity. The 
supply is mainly derived from deep 
wells, and, in cold weater, a stove is 
placed near the tanks to keep the 
water from freezing. Most of the 
water for other purposes than drink- 
ing is obtained from a^central plant 
and flowers through 
underground 


pipes near steam conduits. In win- 
ter, the fire plugs are housed in 
tight boxes and heated by steam so 
that a water supply will be assured 
even on the coldest days when tho 
mercury drops to sixty degrees or 
more below zero.

' PLEADS FOR DELAY 


James Howard, city attorney for' 


Pasadena, made the opening argu- 
ment, in which he bitterly assailed 
the proposals of the flood control 
district and pleaded for delay, while 
Vincent Morgan, special counsel for 
the flood control district, closing, at- 
tempted to show wherein f asadena 
was wrong, and why the permits 
should issue. 


Pasadena, 
Howard 
said, 
could 


start work on its dam next April and 
complete it within three years. Be- 
cause of the cpuflict of interest* he 
suggested that the flood control dis- 
trict build the high line railroad, 
which, though increasing the cost, 
would obviate delaying the Pasadena 
project. 


He also told of Pasadena's offer 


to contribute $600,000 toward the 
cost of the dam if the Los Angeles 
district would give them absolute 
right to 65,000 acre feet of water at 
all times in the dam. 


Mr. Howard closed with an appeal 


for sixty days -in which to reply to 
the Reagan brief. 


Mr. Morgan, who made the con- 


cluding argument, took issue with 
the Pasadena contention on every es- 
sential point, declaring that Pasa- 
dena has come into this controversy 
with nothing to stand on, and is 
merly playing to delay the San Ga- 
briel project for apparent selfish rea- 
sons. He said that Pasadena today- 
has established no rights to the flood 
waters of the San Gabriel; that it 
has no funds with which to'build a 
dam of its own, or to co-operate with 
the district in building a dam. He 
concluded by saying that the Los 
Angeles district is ready to give Pas- 
adena 65,000 acre-feet in the reser- 
voir without "asking her to contribute 
a cent with the one reserved condi-

Mr. Morgan showed how Los An- 


geles has been held up for more than 
two years in its attempt'to build the 
Sari Gabriel dato.- 
'' Pasadena does not lie in the San 


Gabriel watershed and without ob- 
taining it by extraneous means has 
no interest in . the waters tf that 
river," he said. It must acquire 
title to water, if it can do so, at the 
expense of twenty-four communities 
in the San Gabriel basin. The peo- 
ple of the San Gabriel valley object 
to Pasadena appropriating water in 
which they claim a prior right 
through appropriation of the under- 
ground waters, supplied, in large 
measure of San Gabriel floods. If 
the twenty-four cities of the San 
Gabriel valley have ajprior right to 
that water we want to see them get 
it. 
"Pasadena," he continued, "is not 
a party having a vested right, but 
one speculating on a possible right 
to be acquired in the future. And if 
Pasadena succeeds before the state 
board the matter will be carried to 
the courts, and fought out there for 
possibly six or seven years. 


WANT TO GO AHEAD - 


"We want to go ahead," contin- 


ued Mr. Morgan. "We have the 
money; we have our plans; we want 
to carry out the dictum of the voters 
of the flood-control district. 
We 


could have half finished the construc- 
tion of our dam but for the delays 
forced upon us. Pasadena is not yet 
in a position to construct its dam; 
it has not voted bonds; no one knows 
whether bonds will bo voted in the 
fact of the threatened litigation, 
and the people of Pasadena, in my 
opinion, will not vote $6,000,000 in 
bonds until they know to a certainty 
they would be entitled* to the water 
such a dam might impound." 


Mr. Morgan explained that if Pas- 


adena can successfully set up a right 
to 65,000 acre feet, Long Beach and 
other communities can in like man- 
ner establish a right to part of the 
water, until 75 per cent of tho ca- 
pacity of the reservoir would be ap- 
propriated. 
Once the flood-control 


district is required at all times to 
hold its reservoir 75 per cent filled 
its efficiency as a flood-control agen- 
cy would be largely destroyer!. 
"It 


would be a criminal act for the flood 
control district to let any other en- 
tity come in and have an interest in 
that dam," said Mr. Morgan. 


"The whole, issue is whether or'nol; 


we shall be compelled to build a high 
line railroad at greater expense than 
the low line road,'' said Mr. Morgan. |
